The bureau of printing and eugrav 


lug turned out 
$3.000.000 
in crisp 


$1,000 bills. The insular department 
wanted to get the money 
to New 


Yor.k. Mr. Beall went around to the 
express companies to see about trans 
portating the treasure. 


"Eight hundred dollars," said each 


of the companies. 
The agents ex- 


plained that it was the risk that inado 
the cost so great. 


"It would be easier to carry 
the 


money than to carry a trunk." ex- 
plained one company, "but what 
if 


the treasure should go astray?" 


"That's too much," said Col. Ed- 


wards, when Mr. Beall reported how 
much the express companies wanted. 


"It's not worth it. What's the matter 
with putting the money in a 
suit 


case and' taking 
it

yourself," 


asked Col. Edwards. 


"Why. of course I can take it 
if 


you are willing to trust me with it." 
said Mr. Beall. 
The 
arrangement 


was made. 


When the treasury department op- 


ened it in the morning Mr. Beall 
was on hand with his suit case and 
an order for 3,000 $1000 bills.

receipted for the money, and with 
the suit case in one hand and an um- 
brella in the other left for New York 
on the 10 oclock train. The train 
did not reach New York until after 
banking hours but a telegram was 
sent from the bureau of insular af-

"Washington, Oct. 3. — It has been 


definitely decided that an extra ses- 
sion of congress will be called, con- 
gress to convene shortly after the fall 
elections. The official call for the 
special session will be issued during 
the middle of the present month. 


Much pressure has been brought on 


the president to induce him not to call 
congress into extraordinary session in 
November, but to all callers who have 
spoken to him in that vein he has said 
that this government is committed to 
the proposition that the Cuban reci- 
procity treaty be made effective at the 
earliest possible date, and he regards 
it as a matter of good faith that this 
country should keep its word. He has 
declined, therefore, to consider any 
proposal looking to the abandonment 
of the idea of an extraordinary ses- 
sion. 


Senator Dillingham, chairman of 


subcommittee of the senate commit- 
tee on territories which, on recom- 
mendation of the president, made a 
thorough investigation of Alaskan af- 
faire during the past summer, had a 
half-hour's conference with President 
Roosevelt. Besides Senator 
Dilling- 


ham, the members of the subcommit- 
tee were Senators Burnham of New 
Hampshire, Nelson of Minnesota and 
Patterson of Colorado. The commit 
tee spent several weeks in Alaska, 
studying the situation with a vien- to 
suggesting legislation for the advance- 
ment of the interests of the territory. 


Senator Dillingham indicated to the 


president that the problem is a great 
one. Alaska contains almost as mu^a 
territory as is included in that part uf 
the United States east of the Missis- 
sippi river. The question of transpor- 
tation, therefore, is the most serious 
problem needing solution. The peo- 
ple. Senator Dillingham said, desirod 
particularly the construction of wagon 
roads. As the territory is a source of 
revenue to this government, he is of 
opinion that the building of r*ison- 
ably good roadways can be provided 
for by legislation 
One hishway es- 


pecially, from Valdez to Ea^lo City. 
a distance of alvrit ~W miles, would 
open up a rich country .and its con- 
struction, he believed, would develop 
that section In a remarkable way. The 
people believed, he added, that the im- 
mense copper deposits north of Val- 
dez would bo exploited if this road 
•were built, and would be naturally 
followed by private capital construct- 
ing a railroad along practically the 
same routes. At present there are no 
railroads in this territory. 


The subcommittee considered the 


whole Alaskan situation carefully and 
gathered a vast amount of informa- 
tion which will be incorporated In a 
report to be submitted to the senate 
•oon , after congress convenes. It is 
Lexcfected that the report of the com- 


i^ee will form the basis of some 


ut legislation in Jnterj;»t QLtfc*.

Morgan, manager of the Cincinnati 
office. 


Mrs. Johnson, whose maiden name 


was Marie Lay ton, was bookkeeper in 
the New York office, and in addition 
acted as private secretary to Mr. Mc- 
Cutcheon. She was married to Dr. 
Johnson in 1901, but did not leave her 
position after the marriage. 
In April 


of this year discrepancies are said to 
have been discovered in her accounts, 
according to the statement given out 
by Inspector McClusky, and an exam- 
ination is said to have revealed a 
shortage of $10.000 between Jan. 1 and 
April 15 in the accounts of the New 
York office 


The woman's method is said to have 


been as follows: The accounts of the 
concern were kept in the Hanover Na- 
tional bank, there being a New York 
and Cincinnati account there. Cincin- 
nati would send to New York a bill of 
goods, which would be sold for $3.000, 
and that amount would be placod to 
the credit of the Cincinnati account.

$5,000, taking the difference herself.

Dr. Johnson, who has a large 
practice, would make up the loss, b.jt 
this was not done. Later further in- 
vestigation was made into both the 
New York and the Cincinnati ac- 
counts, with the result, it is said, that 
the defalcations now amount to $33,- ' 
000. with a possibility that they may 
reach ?30.000.

New York. Oct. 3.—Word was re- 


ceived that F. H. Crosby, alias A. E. 
Bell, alias Hammond, alias Ciawford, 
had been arrested in Denver, accused 
of stealing a mail pouch containing 
$500,000 worth- of negotiable bank 
paper at Philadelphia on the night of 
Sept. 8. He is charged with several 
otber crimes, including swindling and 
forgery. It is alleged that Crosby re- 
tufned to this country from Crowe, 
England, last summer and went to 
Asbury Park, where he represented 
himself to bo a fruit speculator. His 
wife mingled in good society and in- 
.roduced her husband to prominent 
business men and at the banks there, 
where he made deposits, declaring to 
the officials that he Intended to con- 
tinue his account for the summer 
months. 
On Sept. 10, it is said, he 


deposited a number of checks payable 
to his order, drawn on different Phila- 
delphia firms. Two days later he 
closed the accounts, withdrawing the 
amounts due him. lie and his wife 
then left Asbury Park. 


About this time, it is said, W. W. 


Dickson. chief postofiice inspector of 
Philadelphia, discovered the theft of 
a mail pouch containing bank remit- 
tances from Philadelphia to Pittsburg, 
the entire amounts being estimated 
at $f>00,000. It was recalled that a mail 
pouch had been stolen at Springfield 
Junction, 111, last April, and that A. E. 
Hammond had opened a cash account 
at tho Lincoln Trust company, St. 
Louis, depositing a number of altered 
checks from the stolen mall pouch. It 
was suspected that the mail pouch 
robbery was committed by A. E. Bell, 
alias Crawford,whose photograph was 
identified by the officials of the St. 
Louis bank.

Columbus, a, Oct. 3.—There arc in 


Ohio at least 1,700 crippled children, 
of whom 800 are unable to attend 
school. This is the discovery mada 
by the committee appointed by Gover- 
nor Nash some time ago to Investi- 
gate the subject of the state's little 
cripples. Special blanks were sent to 
all the school enumerators in 88 coun- 
ties, with the request that thoy report 
all crippled children in neod of proper 
care. The response to this request 
has been very meager, only 33 coun- 
ties out of the 88 being heard from, 
A second attempt IB now being made 
to obtain more positive Information 
and more exact statistics, this time 
through the aid of the church, the 
press and the medical profession. The 
state propose to found a homo for 
the little unfortunates.

under the assumed name of Kelly. He 
had married there had a son almost 
grown, had done well in business and 
had prospered generally. During the 
20 years since he had escaped from 
the Mississippi penitentiary he had 
greatly aged, and had changed so in 
appearance that even the old ward- 
ens would 
not 
have * known him. 


There was never the slightest chance 
of his rearrest 
and 
imprisonment, 


indeed the fact that a man by the 
name of Daly had escaped from the 
Mississippi jail had been forgotten 
by every one. 


The only person who knew of it 


was Daly himself, but the 
knowl- 


edge so preyed upon his mind that 
he could not keep the secret 
Ho 


wanted to confide in every one ho 
met, and finally told his story to a 
man who investigated 
it, found it 


true, and communicated the facts to 
the Mississippi penitentiary author- 
ities. Daly was 
rearrested 
to 
the 


great surprise of his family and tak- 
en back to the penitentiary. He made 
no denial, but confessed his identity 
at once, and expressed great relief 
that the secret was off his mind. 


"It has keut me in a condition of 


nervous excitement for the entire 20 
years," said Daly. • Every day 
I ex- 


pected the officers to come and arrest 
me. 
Every day I felt that I ought 


to confess to the authorities that I 
was an escaped convict and go back 
to the penitentiary and complete my 
term." 


There can be'no question that Daly 


is telling the truth in regard to his 
mental anguish ami suffenng. As a 
matter of fact, he has twice gone 
insane thi ough worrying over t ho mat- 
ter without any one imagining the 
secret that had mentally unbalanced 
him. 
After a short rest in the asy- 


lum he recovered and went back to 
his homo, his mind still weighed with 
his past. 


Filled with the wild desire 
that 


possessed him to share 
his 
secret 


with some ono, he opened the sub- 
ject several times with strangers, ho 
savs. He even went to the governor 
of Georgia to tell his tale to get his 
assistance in securing clomency, but 
ie broke down at the last minute:

weighty for him. as for King Mida's 
barber. He told the friend—who be- 
raved him. During all his 20 years 
of freedom Daly was in mortal ter-
